Darst of St. Louis, who has urged 
Smith to call the Legislature back 
for .extension of the city’s au- 
thority to levy an earnings tax. 

The tax, an important source of 
St. Louis municipal revenue, will 
expire July 17 unless extended 
by. Legislative action. The Gov- 
ernor did not say when he would 
have Ris talk with Darst. 

_ Emergency Necessary. 

“There will not be a special 
session of the Legislature unless 
some emergency should arise, 
where a postponement to the reg- 
ular.-session next January will 
werk an undue hardship, or close 
down the operation of a govern- 
ment,” Smith told reporters. 

“Tam going to talk to Mayor 
Darst before I make my decision 
about a special session. If any 
town or county in the state has 
got into a shape where it cannot 
operate without a breakdown of 
governmental operations, then it 
will be my duty to help them.”

St. Louis’s first postwar public 
housing project will be far short 
of luxury housing, but will fur- 
nish low-income families with 
comfortable, fireproof accommo- 
dations which they can afford, 
speakers said last night at a forum 
on housing, sponsored by the Citi- 
zens’ Council on Housing and 
Community Planning. 

The meeting, at Soldan-Blewett 
High School, was the first of four 
arranged by the council to ac- 
quaint St. Louisans with current 
developments in local slum clear- 
ance and rehabilitation programs. 

George P. Hellmuth, architect 
for the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, and Hiram C. Martin, assist- 
ant director of development for 
the authority, described plans for 
the so-called “Missouri 1-3,” 704- 
family apartment project north of 
Carr street between Seventh and 
Ninth streets, on which construc- 
tion is to begin this summer. 

The housing authority adver- 
tised today for bids for construc- 
tion of the “Missouri 1-3” proj- 
ect. Contractors will have un- 
til May 25 to submit bids and a 
contract should be Jet by June 25, 
Gerard B. Cleary, executive di- 
rector of the authority, said.

AT SECRET BASE

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M., April 
12 (AP)}—A B-29 bomber carry- 
ing 13 men crashed last night at 
Sandia Secret Weapons Base. Aa 
aboard were killed. 

The Air Force, which drew a 
tight curtain of secrecy on the 
tragedy in a remote area of the 
atomic bomb assembly installa- 
tion, disclosed today that Capt. 
John R. Martin of West Frankfort, 
Ill., was plane commander. The 
crew included two other Illinois- 
ans and a Missourian: First Lt. 
Ralph Farmer of Centralia and 
Staff Sgt. Walter C. Boedeker of 
Danville, Ill. and Staff Sgt. James 
B. Karney of New Franklin, Mo. 

Reporters were barred from the 
crash area 7000 feet high in the 
Manzano mountains, five miles 
east of Sandia headquarters and 
17 miles east of downtown Albu- 
querque. 

The giant Strategic Air Com- 
mand plane from Walker base at 
Roswell, N. M., plunged to the 
ground and burned three minutes 
after it took off from nearby 
Kirtland Field. 

Emphasizing secrecy cloaking 
the area, one officer observed: 

“Not even the President of the 
United States could get into the 
place.” 

Kirtland Base ‘is part of the 
Air Force special weapons proj- 
ect, and new weapons are de- 
veloped at adjoining Sandia base.

small narrow back yards. The 
kids play on the sidewalks and 
streets.” 

Sunlight in Each Home. 
Buildings, of brick and rein- 
forced concrete, will be oriented 
to provide sunjight in each apart- 
ment at some time during the day 
and each will have thorough ven- 
tilation, he said. There also will 
be day nurseries, fenced play 
areas and “tot lots,” a large base- 
ball field, and a ve ade build- 
ing with facilities for basketball 
and other indoor sports. 

Size of apartments will range 
from one to five bedrooms, Hell- 
muth said. Of the 704 units, there 
will be 96 one-bedroom, 284 two- 
bedroom, 276 three-bedroom, 36 
four-bedroom and 12 five-bed- 
room. He estimated construction 
cost at $2000 per room or $9500 
per average dwelling unit. 

Discussing plans for the hous- 
ing authority’s next big project— 
the De Soto-Carr, on a 180-acre 
site bounded roughly by Franklin, 
Jefferson and Cass avenues and 
Eighteenth street, Hellmuth said 
the first building to be built 
would be multi-storied, in order 
to re-house the largest possible 
number of families now living on 
the site.

FLURRY OF SNOW

A flurry of snow fell today 
and the temperature dropped 
below freezing.

souri for gambling, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

Binaggio, Democratic boss of 
Kansas City and representative of 
the Chicago Capone syndicate, 
was shot to death a week ago to- 
night with his henchman, Charles 
Gargotta, in the First District 
Democratic Club. 

At the Hyde Park conference, 
the Post-Dispatch was informed, 
plans were discussed for “elim- 
inating” three persons. First on 
the list was a major political fig- 
ure. Second was Binaggio. Third 
was a minor politician who had 
had a voice in the naming of 


of Police Commissioners. 
First Man “Too Big.” 

The conferees, all long-time 
gangsters and leading figures in 
the gambling rackets, decided the 
first man on their “elimination 
list” was “too big” to be mur- 
dered. They decided the third 
man on the list had not handled 


gio.

This time a 
St. Louis union leader handled 
the money. He was guarded by a 
St. Louis racketeer. 

After Smith took office as 
Governor Jan. 10, “the word” 
came from Jefferson City that’ 
the gamblers would have to wait 
six months until the new adminis- 
tration could get its feet on the 
ground politically.

“Stickmen” are adept at a 
sneak-thief technique of filching 
money from teller’s cages when 
the teller turns away momentar- 
ily from the window. They derive 
their name from the occasional 
use of a long stick, tipped with 
gum or adhesive, with which they 
pick up or drag the money with- 
in reach. Although Evans did not 
make use of such a stick, one 
fell from his coat as he was being 
pursued and has been turned over 
to police. 7 


Federal Warrant Issued. 


A warrant charging Evans with 
bank robbery larceny was issued 
yesterday by United States Com- 
missioner Edward Bean and his 
bond fixed at $10,000. The of- 
fense carries maximum punish- 
ment of a $5000 fine and 10 years 
in prison. 

Evans was recognized by Ralph

Only about $400 of the United 
Bank loot was found on Evans 
after his capture Monday, leaving 
about $1200 unaccounted for. FBI 
agents were told by a bank cus- 
tomer that Evans in his flight 
from the bank brushed against 
another man and said: “Get go- 
ing.”

Green was on the 
prosecution team that sought to 
convict Dr. Sander of murder. 

Any decision reached at to- 
day’s hearing will not be ah- 
nounced or “at least a week.” 
Dr. John S. Wheeler is secretary 
of the board. Other members are 
Drs. William Paul Dye, Reginald 
K. House, Benjamin J. Burpee 
and Oscar B. Gilbert.

‘ly ‘has been placed on the agenda, 
however. Acheson will seek 
agreement with both the British 
and French on long-range policy 
for the Reich and, in particular, 
hie will attempt to formulate a 
program of action for dealing 
with Soviet threats to send invad- 
ing hordes of “demonstrators” 
into the western sectors of Ber- 

next month.

«Thus policy-makers here may

& 1 that some sort of a “partial 
se‘t'oment” would be preferable 
to the present full military occu- 
pation of the country.: State De- 
partment and Pentagon planners 
@re canvassing various possibili- 
ties of this sort. This country 
might suggest an “occupation 
statute” similar to that which is 
now in effect in Germany, for 
example. 

The principal difficulty which 
thus far has prevented the work- 
ing out of an agreed American 
policy on Japan has been a dif- 
ference in judgment between the 
State Department and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff as to what provi- 
sion should be made in the settle- 
ment for safeguarding’ both 
American and Japanese military 
security. 

“,The United States will need to 
maintain forces in Japan indef- 
initely in‘ order to prevent the 
Russians from taking over the 
country, it seems to be generally 
agreed here. There also seems to 
be agreement that at the very 
least, the United States will re- 
tain full control of the Ryukus 
islands in one form or another. 
Agreement apparently ends with 
these two points, however. 

Joint Chiefs’ Views. 

The Joint Chiefs have insisted 
thus far that a full military oc- 
cupation substantially like the 
present -one must be maintained 
indefinitely. Only by this means 
‘ can the Western Allies, and es- 
pecially the United States, exer- 
cise the authority necessary to 
protect Japan against Soviet 
threats from the outside and Com- 
munist subversion from within, 
the Pentagon has argued. 

The State Department disagrees 

this view—and Gen. Doug- 
Jag. MacArthur is siding with the

.. Full military occupation is al- 
“Yeddy beginning to defeat the 
Nery purposes which the Joint 
vhiefs seek to accomplish, in the 
State Department’s and MacAr- 
thur’s view. The occupation de- 
presses, discourages and alienates 
the Japanese, and in the end will 
tiake the Allies’ military position 
less secure, not more. 

American and Japanese securi- 
ty’ requirements can be better 
protected by means of a few 
strong naval and air bases and a 
limited number of ground troops 
under some kind of a peace set- 
tlement, in this view. 

The Joint Chiefs may now be 
prepared to consider modifying 
their insistence on _ indefinite 
maintenance of the full occupa- 
tion. There is still a profound 
difference between the Pentagon 
and the State Department, how- 
ever, and it seems improbable 
that this difference can be recon- 
ciled in the few weeks remaining 
before Acheson’s departure. 

One approach to the problem 
of military security now being 
considered is the negotiation of 
a Pacific pact somewhat like the 
North Atlantic Treaty. A pledge 
of mutual itary assistance by 
all the leading free nations of the 
Pacific, including Japan, might 
make it unnecessary for the 
United States to retain as tight 
a grip on the whole Japanese 
archipelago as otherwise would 
be required, advocates of a Pa- 
cific pact argue. 

The difficulties and dangers in- 
Volved, in negotiating such a pact 
are formidable, however, and 
chances seem to be that the Ad- 
ministration will not propose 
such action now.

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Science and the FBI 


A dangerous departure from normal police 
power has been cut from the, National Science 
Foundation bill. Senate-House conferees agreed 
informally to drop a requirement that the FBI 
pass on the loyalty of foundation employes and 
scholarship winners. 

The FBI is an investigative body, but never 
was it supposed to be used to judge the subjects 
of its investigations. The proposal of Repre- 
sentative Smith of Virginia represented such’a 
radical change in police authority that the Jus- 
tice Department and the FBI itself were both 
opposed. Assistant Attorney General Peyton 
Ford called the idea “a departure from Ameri- 
can concepts of justice.” 

So the science bill will be altered. The FBI 
will investigate foundation employes and 
seholars, but the foundation will. judge their 
loyalty on the basis of the FBI reports. That 
is the way such matters have been conducted 
and the way they should be conducted. It still 
seems strange that a police agency would have 
to remind Congress of the proper limits to 
police power.

The Pound’s Special Problems 


British caution in approaching formation of a 
European Payments Union has slowed down the 
American-backed drive to form the currency 
pool. 

There are sound reasons why formation of 
such a pool by the nations of Western Europe 
would be a notable forward step. Unlike the 
present Marshall plan payments system, it would 
provide an incentive to balance trade, not to cre- 
ate trade deficits. And it would be a major 
advance toward the larger goal of European 
unification. 

But there are equally sound reasons wily Brit- 
ain needs to consider the matter carefully and 
take its time in approaching it. A European Pay- 
ments Union would create tremendous problems 
for sterling, problems not shared by: the franc 
or the lire. Sterling, unlike other West Euro- 
pean money, is a real world currency. 

Yet. a European Payments Union, set up to 
help balance Europe's trade, would not include 
that. great portion of.the world, outside Europe,

Virginius Dabney’s editorial page called the bill 
“a special interest dodge to negate a Supreme 
Court decision.” — 

The New York Times thakes the sound point. 
that since it has been found necessary for the 
Federal Government to regulate rates of pipe- 
line companies, the Government needs also to 
be in a position to control the rates on gas pro- 
duction with which the pipelines are “indis- 
solubly linked.” . As for the so-called indepen- 
dent producers, the Times says that they “must 
be subject to regulation if there is to be any 
effective federal regulation at all.” With that, 
the Times, calls on President Truman to veto 
the bill. 

Under the caption, “Veto the Kerr Bill,” the 
Washington Post says: 


After the parliamentary trick by which 
the Kerr natural gas bill was passed by the 
House, the President ought to scrutinize the 
measure with unusual care. 

What good would there ‘be in regulating 
the charges of pipeline companiés or gas 
distributors if producers of this important 
commodity, which is. recognized as a public 
utility, were free to raise prices at will? 
This’ is special interest legislation if there 
ever was any. 

We urge the President to. reaffirm the 
en, of the public interest by veto- 
ng it.

Their 
business is to break a national erime 
syndicate. And now the hottest leads into 
the operations of the syndicate are in Kan- 
sas City. Here it has 
burst a seam with ap- 


parent internal war- 


fare. 

As far as Kansas 
City is concerned.re- 
sponsibility for local 
action rests on Gov. 
Smith. By state law 
he alone is responsi- 
ble for Kansas City 
police enforcement. 
He has the full pow- © 
er to appoint and re- Forrest Smith 
move police commissioners. He has ap- 
pbinted half the board on approval of the 
local representatives of the national or- 
ganization, thereby spreading fear and 
confusion through the Police Department. 


The facts speak louder than any fine 
statements. In the administration of For- 
rest Smith this city sees the cold evidence 
of gang power in alliance with politics. The 
Governor will either break that power now 
or accept the responsibility for handing 
Kansas City to the gangs. There -is no 
middie ground. 

The national stake is far bigger than 
Kansas City. It is the American people 
vs. organized crime in a closely-knit fabric 
spreading from Brooklyn to Los Angeles. 


When the Department of Justice is after 
game of this size, it is ridiculous to sug- 
gest that it couldn't come into Kansas City 
on this case. When the Government has 
a big reason it can-act-as has been dem- 
onstrated many times. 


This is no time for tweedle dum and 
tweedle dee. Attorney Geheral McGrath 
has made many fine speeches on the na- 
tional organizaticn of crime. There have 
been meetings of mayors and law enforce- 
ment officials in Washington and grand 
juries in various cities. 
all this is just so much talk. 


If the Federal Government means busi- 
ness it will move with the full power of 
the FBI and every agency of federal law 
enforcement at its command. The syndi- 
cate has exposed itself—in Kansas City. 
The responsibility for action is squarely 
on Attorney General McGrath and J. Ed- 
gar Hoover. 

Only quick, decisive investigation will 
count—not the kind of thing Kansas City 
saw after the 1946 vote frauds. People here 
still remember how another Attorney Gen- 
eral failed to turn the FBI loose until 
the trail was cold. : 


A federal grand jury has been at work 
for months. Now some have suggested 
that its work has ended with the death 
of two principals of its investigations. 
Amazing! With this national break the 
grand jury’s work is bigger than ever, It 
is only started. 


Through all the months of speeches and 
conferences and grand juries across the 
nation, nothing has happened. Frank Cos- 
tello of New York is still the recognized 
head of the syndicate—well heeled and a 
political big shot. 


The crime organization is also a’ power- 
ful political organization. Apparently it 
assumes that political power gives it im- 
munity, The answer to that assumption 
will have to come from Washington. 

There has been a break in Kansas City. 
Somewhere along the way the smoothly- 
functioning organization has slipped a cog. 
If the Attorney General and FBI are ready 
then, the place to pick up a very hot trail 
is Kansas. City. The underworld’s chal- 
lenge has been tossed in the face of the 
United States Government.

The next to last concert of the Phila- 
delphia Symphony was an all-Tschaikowski 
program,-featuring the fourth and sixth of 
his symphonies. During the previous week, 
the talented young violinist, Frances Mag- 
ness, had played. the Tschaikowski violin 
concerto: with the Baltimore Symphony. 


The Philadelphia orchestra, for its last 
performance in Baltimore this season, had 
announced ‘its intention of playing Tschai- 
kowski’s Fifth Symphony, and was per- 
suaded just in the nick of time to play a 
Brahms symphony instead. The Baltimore 
Symphony in a postseason concert gilded 
the lily by offering yet another all-Tschai- 
kowski concert. 

It would be brash indeed to belittle the 
greatness of this tortured Russian genius 


of the nineteenth century. Few people 


have ever had the gift for melody with 
which he was endowed. Few composers 
have shown, before or since, such virtu- 


. -osity in orchestration, such feeling for 


texture in sound. 


For the. purpose of introducing. sym 
phonie musle to the uninitiated, the works 


of Tschaikowski are unrivaled. The opu- 
lence of his effects has an impact as im- 
mediate as that of a banana split. 


Indeed, the works of Tschaikowski pro- 
vide everything that a banana split can 
offer, and more: the three different kinds 
of ice cream; the blend of chocolate, 
strawberry and pineapple sirups, the 
whipped cream, chopped nuts in simple 
sirup, the marshmallow dressing, the 
cherry, not to mention the voluptuous 
texture and heady aroma of the banana 
itself. 


But who wants to subsist on a diet of

legiance to Woodrow Wilson who 
appointed him Secretary of State 
in 1920, the last year of Wilson’s 
presidential term. 

In a recent statement, Colby 
asserted that present difficulties 
with the Russians could have 
been avoided had the United 
States followed the non-recogni- 
tion policy which lasted until 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
took office. . 

One of Colby’s first clients 
when he began the practice of 
law was Samuel L. Clemens, the 


fast friend after Colby 
straightened out the author’s tan- 
gled affairs with his publishing 
house. 

Often Switched Parties. 

Although he held the highest 
post in the Cabinet under a Demo- 
cratic President, Colby switched 
party lines numerous times. 

He started out as a Republican 
in 1902, and served one term in 
the New York State Legislature. 

In 1912 he bolted with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and supported the 
latter’s Bull Moose campaign. 

He broke with Theodore Roose- 
velt in 1916, and campaigned for 
Wilson. 

His experience with Theodore 

Roosevelt was almost exactly du- 
a with Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 
Still a Democrat in 1932, he 
made a nation-wide speaking tour 
for Roosevelt’s election. In less 
than a year, however, he had 
turned against the New Deal. In 
1936 he came out for the Re- 
publican candidate, Gov. Alfred 
M. Landon of Kansas. 

Divorce Made Headlines. 
Colby’s domestic life made 
headlines in 1927 when he started 
divorce proceedings in Paris 
against his first wife after 30 
years of marriage. He charged 
that she had ridiculed him in a 
novel she had written and in sev- 
eral short. stories. The novel 
dealt with the trials of a wife 
married to an egoist active in 
public life. She said such wom- 
en were “smothered wives.” 
French courts refused to hear the 
case because of lack of jurisdic- 
tion. 

Mrs. Colby won a divorce two 
years later in Reno, Nev., charg- 
ing desertion. 

He was remarried in 1929 to 
Mrs. Joseph N. Ely, who was at 
his bedside when he died. Colby 
also leaves two daughters, Mrs, 
Colby Delafielid and Mrs. Fran- 
is Rogers, both £ |

DOCTORS DISCUSS CANCER'S 
RELATION TO GROWTH, AGING 


Rates of growth and aging of 
bone structure can be controlled 
by changes in hormonal and nu- 
tritional factors; research con- 
ducted here under an American 
Cancer Society grant by Drs. Mar- 
tin and Ruth Silberberg has dis- 
closed. 
Dr. Silberberg and his wife, 
staff members of the Snodgras 
Laboratory of City Hospital and 
of the Department of Pathology 
of Washington University School 
of Medicine, report that research 
so far indicates that the suscepti- 
bility to certain cancers increases 
with increases in the rate of 
skeletal growth and aging. 
Structural, chemical and physi- 
cal changes associated with 
growth and senescence of bone 
structure, have been observed by 
the doctors through the .study of 
sections of the legs and their 
terminal cartilages, sometimes by 
means of differential staining of 
the component cells.

What Can We Do 


About Indo-China? 


HE defense of Southeast Asia, which turns in the first instance 
on Indochina, will soon provide a critical test of whether Secre} 


tary 


develop a policy, and of whether the

Legion. There are besides some 
25,000 native troops fighting with 
the French forces. The hard core 
of all these forces are these 
French regular officers and reg- 
ular troops. 

It is a measure of the gravity 
of this situation that while the 
Atlantic powers have been mak- 
ing military plans at The Hague, 
the substance of French military 
power is in Indochina. 


Opposed to French Rule. 


The French Army in Indochina 
holds a part of the country pre- 
cariously. It is suffering -serious 
losses and, as respects French fi- 
nancial resources, it is maintained 
at great cost. Yet this army does 
not have the support of the bulk 
of the population. and the Em- 
peror Bao-Dai has not done much 
to rally even the anti-Communist 
elements among the people. 


Everyone knows that the great 
majority of the people of Indo- 
china are bitterly opposed to the 
continuation of French rule. 

But if Bao-Dai or anyone else 
were promised independence, it is 
equally certain thet the French 
Army could not be induced to 
continue the war. The French 
officers and troops and the French 
assembly may be willing to fight 
for the preservation of French in- 
terests in this rich colony. They 
cannot be counted upon to fight 
a dangerous, dirty, inconclusive 
war which is to end in the aban- 
donment of the French interests 
in Asia. 

A crisis is developing, there- 
fore, like that which caused the 
British to induce us to take over 
their responsibilities in Greece, 
or even *more like that which 
caused the British to give up their 
mandate in Palestine and to lay 
the burden upon the United Na- 
tions. We must expect the French 
Government to do something very 
similar unless we can meet two 
conditions which are for us ex- 
ceedingly difficult if not impos- 


sible to meet. One condition is 


that we abandon the idea of gen- 
uine independence for Indochina 


that army going and to 

the economy of the region. ' 
Failing that, short of that, what 

else can be done? Only 

thing, 

is to turn now to the United Na- 

tions, to take the problem there 

deliberately rather than to let it 

be dumped into the United Na- 

tions later on. 


Problem for the U.N. 


For it will be dumped if it ifs 
not taken there. We shall not be 
able to ‘reverse our whole posi- 
tion in Asia and to support a co- 
lonial war against national inde- 
pendence. That would shatter 
our prestige in the rest of Asia. 

It is not easy, however, for us 
to take the problem to the United 
Nations until the question of Chi- 
nese representation has been re- 
solved and the Security Council 
is once again able to operate. 
But if that thorny, at the moment 
well-nigh insoluble, question 
could be resolved, then the foun- 
dation of a policy in Southeast 
Asia would exist. 

The protection of the borders 
of Indochina and of Burma could 
then be developed around a Unit- 
ed Nations commission, to 
that which was established for the 
borders of Greece. Behind that 
barrier which, whatever its weak- 
ness, would be at least as strong 
as any that can be erected by the 
French Army, it would be possi- 
ble, at least conceivable, that the 
leading Asiatic powers — India 
and Pakistan— could be brought 
in to mediate. There is little 
chance that the French, the Brit- 
ish or we can, in the light of the 
bitter history of the region, assist 
and guide the people of Indo- 
china and Burma to work out the 
problem of their national inde- 
pendence. It is conceivable that 
Nehru and the Prime Minister of 
Pakistan, Liaquat Ali Khan, could 
do in that part of the world what 
no western statesmen can hope to 
do. 


Lack of a Policy. 


We have as yet no adequate 
policy in Southeast Asia because’ 
we are trying to solve the prob- 
lem with altogether inadequate 
diplomatic means. : 

We shall have to put the prob- 
lem in a different and larger 
frame of negotiations where, 
through the medium of the United: 
Nations, the leading powers of 
Asia and the influence of the’ 
whole world can be brought to 
bear upon it. 


That, one might say, would be 
total diplomacy in action.

Ozark Sportsman and Outdoors 
Writer. 


In days gone by, a fisherman 
could set a glass minnow trap on 
the Current, Eleven Points, Jack’s 
Fork or nearly any Ozark stream, 
and in less than half an hour the 
trap would be full of large shin- 
ers, chubs and other minnows. 
Today the trap can be set for a 
full day and the fisherman is 
lucky if he has a dozen minnows 
to reward his efforts. 


Minnows are the natural aqua- 
tic food supply for all game fish 
and a major portion of the food 
that goes down the fish’s gullet 
consists of minnows and small 
fish. Bass, black perch, bluegill 
and jack salmon are all voracio's 
feeders on other fish and are 
cannibalistic to the point that 


= 


; the stream that would be a decid- 


ed asset in feeding the fish in the 
stream from which the minnows 
were removed. 

Fishermen will often seine out 
great quantities of minnows from 
the smaller streams, select. a few 
of the largest, and then, instead 
of returning the smaller ones to 
the stream, leave them on the 
gravel bars to die. This, of course, 
is taking potential food from the 
fish and such procedure only robs 
the fishermen of fish in the fu- 
ture. Seiners will often drag the 
seine over spawning beds of blue- 
gill and sunfish, destroying the 
beds and eggs which would, if left 
undisturbed, provide food for the 
larger sport fishes as well as 
many hours of fishing pleasure to 
those who enjoy hook-and-line 
fishing. 


they will eat their. lesser brethren 
with reckless abandon if no other | 
meal is forthcoming. 


A bass will often take another 
bass of so near equal size that 
the tail of the swallowed bass 
will protrude from the mouth of 
the fish until the digestive organs 
go to work and assimilate that 
part lying in the fish’s “innards.” 
If there is an abundant supply of 
other food, cannibalism is greatly 
reduced; this happens only when 
there is a plentiful supply of 
small bait fishes that appeal to 
the appetites of the feeding game 
fish. Jack salmon are heavy feed- 
ers and large shiners are their 
natural food—preferred above all 
other. Bluegill, goggle-eye and 
black perch take smdll minnows 
but will eat their own young if 
there is a scarcity of small bait 
fishes for them to feed upon. 


Average Fisherman Wasteful. 

Many fishermen either don’t 
realize or don’t seem to care 
about the importance of conserv- 
ing bait fish. The Wildlife Code 
of Missouri permits the taking 
of 100 minnows. This is far in 
excess of the number needed in 
taking the limit of six bass, four 
jack salmon or 12 crappie. The 
average fisherman will crowd the 
minnow bucket with a great num- 
ber of minnows, like sardines 
packed in a can, and the result 
is that a large proportion of them 
are D.O.A. (dead on arrival). 

They are not only wasted, but 
a fish food is. taken from 


’ 


Crawfish, worms, grasshoppers, 
|crickets, and many other live 
‘baits, as well as artificial baits, 
will all catch fish. Crawfish, es- 
pecially in the early part of the 
fishing season, aré excellent bait. 
They are procured from ditches 
and overflow areas that do not 
usually contain minnows or fish, 
and no damage is done in seining 
them. The old reliable garden 
hackle—redworms—will also take 
game fish in the early season and 
bluegill and goggle-eye most any 
time. However, most live bait 
fishermen prefer minnows. They 
are easy to place on the hook and 
certainly ere attractive to game 
fish. They produce results and 
the fisherman is justified in using 
them. 

Asking for Barren Streams. 

Fishermen are not justified—in 
fact, they are hastening the day 
of unproductive fishing — when 
they load their minnow buckets 
with a hundred minnows where a 
couple of dozen would be ample. 

They are hastening the day 
when our streams will be barren, 
as they scour and drag the small- 


ruining spawning beds, and re- 
moving every vestige of fish food 
from the waters and abandoning 
it on the sand and gravel bars to 
die and decay. It is a useless 
gesture to stock the streams with 
game fish and then wantonly re- 
move from them the natural food 
supply. Bait fish must be con- 
served if we want to enjoy our 
future fishing.

The committee report did not| | 


elaborate on the “direct subsidy” 

to players, but Chairman Dr. Er- 

nést Inwood explained that the 

group had found that gridders at 

_ Nevada were “being paid for play- 
ing football.” 


“This is a direct violation of : 


the P.C.C. code,” Inwood said. 
“We pointed out that the code 
permits schools to give loans to 
athletes, ‘grants-in-aid’ or to pay 
prevailing wages to athletes for 
work actually done. 

“We feel that if football play- 
ers are going to be paid for play- 
ing, they must be put on the pay- 
roll for doing work of various 
kinds as is the practice at other 
schools and not receive a direct 
subsidy.” 

Joe Sheeketski, Nevada athletic 
director and head football coach, 
has said previously that Nevada 
has endeavored to follow P.C.C. 
rules, but also complained that 
Nevada could not compete with 
bigger and wealthier colleges in 
recruiting top football players 
even by offering board, room, 
tuition, lanndry and $50 a month. 

Rule Deviations.

There, on the one hand, 
the Duesseldorf leaders, who still 
go regularly to the Soviet zone, 
will tell you that the East Ger- 
man industries received more 
than 500,000 tons of steel—and 
steel of high quality too—from 
the Soviet Union in the last year. 

These same German business 
leaders. also forecast that the 
westward. shipment of steel from 
Russia should reach 1,000,000 
tons next year, thus indirectly 
supporting reports from other 
sources of important Soviet suc- 
cesses in expanding home stee! 
output. In the same line are 
other German reports of large 
production of improved V-2s and 
other guided missiles in East 
German factories. 

To this positive evidence of a 
powerful and effective Soviet 
war .production effort, must be 
added the negative evidence. The 
sharp eyes in Vienna—and these 
eyes are sharp indeed, able to 
watch almost every eastward 
shipment of all kinds of goods— 
have caught no sign that the 
Soviet re-armament effort is af- 
flicted by more than the normal 
bottlenecks.

Contrasting Difficulties. 

At the same time there are con- 
trasting difficulties. Sugar, the 
main export product, is produced 
at only about half the prewar 
rate. That means a loss of impor- 
tant foreign exchange. 

The once-profitable camphor 
trade has become a castalty to 
synthetic comphor. Such indus- 
tries, started by the Japs in war- 
time, are so uneconomic now that 
production is low. 

There are still some wealthy 
Chinese Nationalists who did not 
take their money and flee to 
America or Europe. . They are 
here working for the future—as 
uncertain as that may appear. 

Observers avoid a false sense 
of optimism, the cause of many 
an earlier Chinese downfall. 

They descrile Nationalist. mo- 
rale, so badly buffeted, as a plant 
that has sent out a few new and 
tender shoots. These might wilt 
at the first Communist air raid or 
counter-measure to Nationalist 
bombing of the mainland.

Your side has already made a 
canasta of queens and has six 
tens melded, including the four 
natural cards that will turn it 
into a canasta if either a.ten or 
a wild card is added. You have 
just drawn the jack. 

Your opponents have meided 
aces and jacks. There are enough 
cards in the pile so that you don’t 
want to lose it, and it is not froz- 
en, so you can't safely discard 
either of those ranks. Your sev- 
ens seem almost as dangerous, for 
not a single seven has been dis- 
carded. Probably everyone at the 
table could take a seven if it 
were discarded to him. 

True, you have a safe discard 
this time—the black three. But 
what then? On your next turn 
you may make an unfavorable 
draw and be stuck for a discard. 

So this is one of the rare cases 
when you don’t grab the addi- 
tional canasta you could make by 
adding your deuce to the meld 
of tens. But neither do you over- 
hastily discard the deuce, freez- 
ing the pack so as to give your- 
self safe discards with your ace 
and your jacks. It is unnecessary 
to do this, because your black 
three gives you a breathing spell.

“You cannot make, my lord,

A velvet purse of a sow’s ear.” 


HUS wrote Peter Pindar, more 

truly known as Dr.John Wol- 

cot, the name his parents gave 
him soon after he was born in the 
year 1738. His “velvet” stood for 
the “silk purse” in this old prov- 
erb, for proverbial status it had 
long. before Dr. Wolcot quoted it 
in this way. Its significance at his 
hand was no different than its 
usage before him—or as long after 
him as our own day. That is, the 
disparaging allusion to a person 
whose stature cannot be raised, 
nor his capacities enlarged, by 
someone who would have him 
something better than he is. 

The “silk purse” was also once 
a “Sattin purse.” In fact that is 
its form in its first recorded usage 
in Howell’s collection of English 
Proverbs, published in 1659, as 
follows: 
“You will never make a Sattin 

purse of a Sowes ear.” 


By the time Ray published his 
well-known collection of proverbs, 
in 1670, the “silk purse’ we know 
took this form: 


“You cannot make velvet purse 
of a sow’s ear.” 

It seems to have been Jonathan 
Swift who first recorded the old 
saying exactly as we use it today. 
This occurred in his celebrated 
“Polite Conversations” published 
in 1738, in the following dialogue: 

“He fell asleep, and snored so 
hard that we thought he was 
driving his hogs to market. 

“You can’t make a silk purse 
out of a sow’s ear.”

Not long ago, she counted up 
and found she’d sold over half a 
million words. 

“And I read some place that 
after you sell your first million, 
you begin to develop a style,” 
she says, “so I have hopes of that 
now.” 

She writes in longhand during 
the week, types and revises over 
the weekend. Like most authors, 
she is used to questions on her 
technique but admits she’s been 
writing so long, it’s hard to tell 
which comes first. 


“I don’t use complicated clues 
or murder methods, and try to 
handle murder from the emo- 
tional rather than the physical 
standpoint,” she explains. “‘Usual- 
ly I start with a character or a 
situation and then let the char- 
acters take over. It’s a bad way 
to work because sometimes you 
get them so jammed up, you can’t 
get them out.” 


Also, like most authors, she is 
used to friends looking for char- 
acteristics of themselves in her 
stories, but doesn’t think any of 
them will find themselves in 
“Murder’s Web.” 

“Most of my friends aren’t very 
sinister,” she smiles. 

She reads other mystery stories 
in order to avoid angles that have 
been used. She used to have two 
favorite authors, Cornell Woolrich 
and William [Irish. Then she 
found out they were the same 
person. 

She expects to do one more 
whodunit (or “suspense novel” as 
Harper’s terms them), starting on 
it this summer and working again 
from a St. Louis background. 

“Then, I think I'd like to do a 
juvenile, something the children 
could read,” she says. “Then per- 
haps I think I have one straight 
novel in me, after I’ve written my 
million words so I’m no longer a 
beginner. ; 

“And then, of course, what I’d 
really like to do,” she adds with 
a laugh, “is quit writing and have 
a million dollars.”

North’s heart raise, to the ex- 
clusion of rebidding his excellent 
spade suit, was very questionable, 
but there was something to be 
said in its favor.

After winning with the heart 
ace, South duly laid down the 
club jack, and he was a little 
turbed when West discarded a 
spade. Instead of taking warn- 
ing from this, however, South, 
after discarding one diamond 
from dummy, led his last club 
and discarded dummy’s last dia- 
mond, while West got rid of an- 
other spade and East won the 
trick. East now returned his fifth 
club, and West rid his hand of 
the spade jack—thereby putting 
the declarer into a hopeless po- 
sition. 

If, after seeing West discard 
one spade, South had immediately 
led three rounds of spades, dis- 
carding diamonds, it would have 
been West who was helpless.

them ore we endanger our 
inner peace. Only the man who 
is self-possessed is serene, for 
he alone has set up conditions 
for peace which are under his 
own control. The others are 
victims of circumstance, slaves 
of things which any moment 
may withhold. The drunkard is 
alcohol-possessed; the avarici- 
ous are money-possessed; the 
trifling are style-possessed ... 
the universe of any one of them 
can be rocked by somebody 
else's will. None of us can con- 
trol the way in which others 
will act toward us; but we can 
always control our. reaction to 
them. 

Our relation with external 
things are all in terms of hav- 
ing or of not having; the inner 
life of the spirit centers, in con- 
trast, on being, on what one is. 
Too often people spoil their 
whole lives in desires to have, 
when our main interests should 
be devoted to efforts to be. 
Since nothing in the material 
universe is greater than the 
spirit, the personality within 
each of us, every yielding of 
ourselves to some material 
craving or necessity is lost. 
Having anything at all creates 
problems; the more keys a man 
carries on his key-ring, the 
more numerous his problems. 
And not-having things we need 
can cause frustration, too. But 
the man who wants nothing is 
free; whatever happens to him 
is acceptable, and whatever is 
withheld from him is surrend- 
ered without a pang.

REFUSAL TO VALUE the 
external things as a goal is the 
pathway to self-possession. To 
be wholly integrated and hap- 
pily simple, as we ought to be, 
demands that we flee from the 
chaotic, the multitudinous and 
conflicting objects that sure 
round us. For if we allow these 
things to fill our souls, they 
will crowd out the Divine which 
ought to dwell there. The man 
who relies on outside satisfac- 
tions is in a constant state of 
civil war; he is the house di- 
vided against itself which can- 
not stand. 

In this age many things so- 
licit us to look for happiness 
among cheap and material sat- 
isfactions which require no in- 
ner effort, no use of the reason 
or the will. Even our maga- 
zines now tend more and more 
to use. pictures instead of text: 
we do not even have to read or 
think to “keep up.” Stimuli 
from stage and screen and bill- 


T HE MORE we look for hap- 


ing this affords our self-per- 


fection and our peace. Clinical 
health and moral health are 
usually identical. A violation of 
the moral law always disturbs 
mind and body, but submission 
to God's will inevitably brings 
a greater health to the body 
and a deep peace to the soul. 


For a while, the sacrifice of 
our selfish whims will demand 
an effort; but to the man who 
has once placed God’s wishes 
ahead of his own, there is no 
further sacrifice involved. Thé 
early stages of the spiritual life 
are like the years of a musi- 
cian's apprenticeship: he has to 
think in terms of effortful 
study, or finger-exercises and 
of missing parties in order to 
practice. But later, these things 
are willingly accepted, for the 
mature musician sees them as 
curtain raisers to his joy. The 
man who loves God with his 
whole mind and his whole heart 
sees all obedience to Him as a 
way to beauty and wonder. As 
lightning strikes the metal pole 
which is already full of elec- 
tricity rather than the wooden 
shaft, so God’s serenity strikes 
those creatures who are already 
best prepared for it through 
love of Him. 
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SUCH INNER PEACE can be 
won only by making God the 
ruler of all that we do. Many 
people who believe in God re- 
fuse to go this far: they keep 
Him in a small compartment of 
their minds. Their plans are 
laid without consulting Him; 
their trials and sufferings are 
endured with no recollection of 
the fact that Love may hurt in 
order to cure; their days are 
passed in loneliness and weari- 
ness, although each hour might 
have been filled with sweetness. 

To such hearts a single mo- 
ment of grace may work the 
change. They suddenly become 
aware that “the Lord is in the 
house.” Better still: the Lord is 
in our hearts. They are no 
longer self-centered, now, but 
they are God-centered; outer 
events of their lives can no 
longer ruffle their peace. What 
they have has become unim- 
portant; the only thing that 
matters is what they are, and 
what they are is His Children. 
At last they are able to hear 
His words: “Peace is my be- 
quest to you, and the peace [ 
give you is mine to give; I do 
not give peace as the world 
gives it Do not let your heart 
be distressed.”
